The  extension  of  the  repeal  to  Scheduled  districts  depends  upon  the  terms  of  nohfi  cations 
etiending  the  Act  of  1885  to  such  districts.  Under  the  terms  of  the  notifications,  extending 
the  Act  of  1885  lo  the  Jalpaiguri  Di strict  the  repeal  has  taken  effect  in  the  district. 

The  only  portions  of  the  present  State  of  West  Bengal  in  which  Ben.  Ad  IV  of  1867 
appear*  io  be  effectually  in  force  at  the  presem  time  is  the  Darjeeling  District.
